It points 
out that Pensylvania has more than 
five billion dollars worth of corpor- 
ate and personal property that pays 
an average^ of less 4han four mills 
tax, while the homes of the State 
are taxed nearly eighteen mills.

tarists and the junkers, and that every 
effort was made to conceal from the 
people its real purpose and ultimate 
goal; but if anyone imagines that the 
people at large would have held back 
had they realized the truth, he fails to 
understand the underlying spirit of the 
Teutonic race. 


The Germans are the most quarrel- 


some people in the world. 'It is mis- 
leading to speak of the German mili- 
tarists. All Germans are militarists. 
The records of their civil courts tell 
the story. In 1913 there were no less 
than 5,000,000X petty cases tried in the 
courts, and as every case naturally In 
volved at least two parties, the aston- 
ishing fact is disclosed that some 10, 
000,000 Germans, or one-seventh of the 
entire population, appealed to the

main neutral and go unscathed?" 


The jubilation with which the news 


of the sinking of the Lusitania was re- 
ceived by the German people was gen- 
eral. It was so significant that I be- 
lieve America would have declared war 
immediately had it been known. I 
have failed to find a single German 
who did not exult over the dastardly 
crime, and the activity of the Zep- 
pelins In their raids on open towns 
evoked similar demonstrations. 


That the views - which - the people 


held regarding the conduct of the war 
were strongly influenced by the public 
press, which was absolutely controlled 
by the government, was only to be ex- 
pected. The fact that In peace time the 
press of Germany was* perhaps the 
most reliable in the world, made of ^lt 
a particularly valuable tool in the 
hands of the government In time of 
war.

stance, the kaiser realized that the re- 
sumption of unrestricted tsubmarin 
warfare, which he had determine 
upon, might bring neutral nations, in 
eluding the United States, into th 
war, he felt that it was necessary t 
do something to uphold the spirit o 
his people. It took the form of a pro 
posal of peace to the allies. 


This proposal was designed to ac 


coraplieh two distinct purposes: First, 


been more or less artificial, the crowd 
being worked up by government agents 
and the press accounts have invariably 
magnified them. Before the war, how- 
ever, whatever acclaim the kaiser re- 
ceived from the public came sponta- 
neously, and was for that reason ot 
greater significance. 


I know that whenever the kaiser 


called at my office great crowds gath- 
ered outside to catch a glimpse of him 
when he came out. They waited pa- 
tiently, sometimes for as long as an 
hour, for the sake of greeting their 
emperor. Their conduct on these oc- 
casions showed very plainly that he 
had a strong hold on their affections. 
The 'kaiser was their idol, and they 
were ready to suffer any inconvenience 
for the sake of doing him honor. 


It was customary for classes of 


school children to be taken to the Tier 


1 garten from time to Ijfae to study the j 
groups of statues of the kaiser's an- 
cestors in the Sieges AU.ee. They usual- 
ly passed my house on their way to 
their object-lesson in patriotism. Some- 
times, when the kaiser was at my 
house, I have seen these children halt- 
ed in front of the place to await the 
emperor's departure, their teachers, no 
doubt, feeling that the youngsters 
would gain greater inspiration from 
a fleeting glimpse of tne living mon- 
arch than they could possibly derive 
from a prolonged study of the statues 
of his departed ancestors. 


Most of my patients knew that the 


kaiser visited me, and they never tired 
of asking questions about him. It was 
ah.iost impossible for them to believe 
thcU they were to have the privilege of 
sitting in the very chair which their 
kaiser had occupied. 


"Does the kaiser actually sit in this 


\erx chair?" they would ask in Incred- 
ulous tones. "Does he e\er talk about 
anything? 1'h ase tell me what he said 
the labt time ue was here." 


A new German office girl whom I had 


engaged attractorl the kaiser's atten- 
tion, and he was m aclous enough to 
shake hands with her. After he had 
left the gnl held out lh<* hand the kai- 
ser had grasped and said she wouldn't 
wash it for a week! 


"Just to think, this hand has grasped 


the kaiser's hand' 
When I tell my 


family about It tonight they won't be- 
lieve it!" 


The fact that the kaiser condescend- 


ed to acknowledge the plnudit-i of his 
people by a salute or a wave'of the 
hand was cited as proof ot' his gra- 
ciousness and kindness; their god was 
smiling on them, and their gratifica- 
tion was overwhelming. 


To maintain this state of veneration 


was one of the kaiser's principal con- 
cerns. That was why he never ap- 


has beeji removed; if anything, it has 
been deepened. 


Anyone who has lived In Berlin, and 


is familiar with conditions in other 
European capitals, will bear me out 
that the German policeman Is the most 
arrogant police official In the world. 
His word is taken in court in prefer- 
ence to that of six civilians, and his 
power is such that it might very easily 
be used oppressively; but strangely 
enough, despite the cupidity of the 
German character, graft and corrup- 
tion among the G^erman police and 
other officials were practically un- 
known before the war. 


Such were the people behind the 


kaiser when the great war started. I 
shall never forget the sentiments • ex- 
pressed to me by private individuals 
in every walk of life as the various 
phases of the war developed. 


No measure that was taken by- Ger- 


many, no matter how atrocious or in- 
consistent with the world's idea of 
what is permissible in civilized war- 
fare, ever brought a word of condem- 
nation from the German public as a 
whole, although, of course, there were 


that their kaiser was really the peace- 
loving monarch he had always pro- 
fessed to be; second, It was to demor- 
alize the allies by dividing them 
against themselves. 


This much is certain: The kaiser 


never intended the allies to accept the 
proposal he made. He admitted that

CHAPTER XVI. 


Germany In Wartime. 


While the German people have al- 


ways been in thorough accord with the 
kaiser's ambitious project which is so 
significantly described by the popular 
slogan: 
"Deutschland uber allesl" 


when the great war, which was to 
achieve Germany's aims, commenced, 
it came almost as much as a surprise 
to the Germans,as it was to the rest of. 
the world. They knew it was inevi-

"We had left Berlin late in the after- 
,oon. In the evening,.when we arrived 
t Gotha, we found that the younger 
vaiters in the restaurants and hotels 
tad already left and that the older re- 
ervcs expected a general caliche next 
day.

The next morning we started for 
rankfort. As we passed through vil- 
age after village, war preparations be- 
••ame more and more evident. Measures 
vere being taken everywhere to arouse 
nthusiasm—young men gathered on 
school steps were singing patriotic 
>ongs, students were marching and 
ipeeches were being made in the mar- 
set places. 


About five o'clock that afternoon we 


arrived in Frankfort. The whole place 
was in a fever of excitement over the, 
mobilization posters and their resent- 
ment against the French was being 
aroused 
by "extras," which 
were 


landed out without charge, announc- 
ing that the French had already 
dropped bombs on the railroad at 
Nurnberg and that French officers in 
autos had over-ridden iiie Borders. 
The 
ridiculous 
statements 
about 


French flyers dropping bombs on the 
lailroad at Nurnberg had not the- 
slightest foundation, of course. 


The older people -who had lived 


through the war of 1870 had Interested 
audiences for once while they related 
past experiences and gave advice as to 
what preparations to make. A possi- 
bility of food shortage Deemed to be 
uppermost In all minds, and the gro- 
ceries were stormed with eager buy- 
ers. Salt suddeply Jumped to 75 cents 
a pound and/other things in propor- 
tion. 


On Sunday, August 2, all the gaso- 


line in the country was commandeered, 
and we heard of many American tour- 
ists being put out of their cars in the 
cities and even on country roads, no 
matter how Inaccessible to trains they 
taight be. We accordingly decided to 
stow our car away in an old wagon 
shed attached to a hotel and sought to 
return to Berlin by train. 


NAt the railway station there was 
such a tremendous crowd that it was 
juite impossible to get anywhere near 
the ticket office, and anyway no prom- 
ise could be given as to trains to Ber- 
lin. 


Trunks and bags were piled high in 


svery available^ space and it was 
months before that enormous pile of 
Baggage was finally sorted out. 


We decided to defer our effort to 


"•each Berlin until Monday, since there 
seemed no hope of getting away that 
lay. 


On Monday morning, the streets 


svere -filled with excited crowds de- 
stroying every sign with a French 
word on it and looking for spies. The 
papers had announced that the coun- 
try was full ,of French spies, women 
as well as men. I saw the crowd stop 
an automobile, take a woman out and 
literally tear her clothes to shreds be- 
fore the police succeeded in rescuing 
her .from the mob and took her to the 
police station. The general supposi- 
tion was that all the man spies were 
masquerading as wome'n and the first 
hing the mob did was \o pull out hair 
pins to see whether the hair was real. 


On Monday evening, we managed to 


edge our way into the last through 
rain to Berlin. "We were side-tracked 
nnumerable times to allow troop 
rains to pass through, and we were re- 
quired to keep t>ur windows closed so

>ombs on the bridges we crossed. It 
was a hot August night and the lack 
of ventilation was most oppressive.

One of the most potent ways of in- 


Teasing the number of hogs Is by en- 
couraging more boys and girls to join 
pig clubs. In the past these clubs 
have been markedly successful. They 
have been the means of Introducing 
purebred hogs into many communi- 
ties and raising the standard of hogs 
as well as improving the conditions 
under which they are kept and the 
care given them. , The number of pig 
clubs in the Northern states on June 
30, 1917, totaled 1,037; in the South 
the number of community clubs is be- 
tween 2,000 and 2,500, and in almost 
every club are found members or^pig 
clubs. Although the number is large, 
it is possible to increase it greatly by 
forming more clubs in counties where 
there are agents to direct properly 
the efforts of the young people. 
In 


order to stimulate these activities, the 
department during the past year has 
'added to its force several pig club 
specialists, and a number of the agri- 
cultural colleges have done likewise. 
In this work, it is of first importance 
that proper instructions be given to 
the members in regard to all phases of- 
pwine husbandry so that clubs will be 
successful in bringing to market a 
large percentage of the pigs under 
their care. Clubs should not be or- 
ganized unless there Is ample assur- 
ance that sufficient feed will be avail- 
able to bring the pigs to maturity. 


Swine breeders' associations have 


been active for a number of years in 
assisting pig club 'members to secure 
purebred hogs at reduced prices. This 
has made it possible for members to 
obtain good stock with which to lay 
the foundation for a herd of purebred 
swine. The result has been the intro- 
duction into many communities of de- 
sirable breeding stock and the stimu- 
lation of more widespread interest in 
good quality hogs. 
Swine breeders' 


associations doubtless will be willing 
to continue in the future the assistance 
given to club members in the past.

Hens can withstand cold air much 


better than impure air. Don'-t shut 
the poultry house up tight at night to 
keep out the cold unless ventilation is 
provided. Hens will thrive better—and 
lay more eggs—if they have plenty of 
pure air; not draughts. It Is as ueces- 
s,ary to fowls as clean water and good 
food. 
j 
When hens are 
confined in badly, i 


ventilated houses, as is sometimes the j 
case in cold weather, they lose vital- i 
ity, produce fewer eggs, and often be- 
come sick and stop laying. Good ven- 
Ulation is needed also to keep the, 
house dry. In cold weather moisture' 
collects on the walls and roof in a 
poorly ventilated hou&e, making it very 
uncomfortable for the poultry to live 
in. When the temperature ribes this 
moisture trickles down saturating the 
air and making the litter on the floor 
wet. 
If the house is not overcrowded ana 


is insufficiently ventilated for only a 
day in cold weather, no great harm is 
uone. In an overcrowded house condi- 
tions become insamtarj m a few hours. 
Even in a house propeily stocked con- 
ditions at the end of one (lay of im- 
pure air are noticeably bad and, unless 
promptly 
corrected, grow steadily 


wor&e. 
Ventilation to provide pure air and 


dryness in a poultry house is simply, 
a matter of keeping doors and win- 
dow b open as much as is necessary to 
keep the walls dry. Few poultry keop- 


' ers have any difficulty m this until the 


cemperature goes low enough to freeze 


, water in the bouse. Then the tendency 


i is, to close doors and windows to keep^ 


the house warm. 


This is the right idea, subject to the 


practical limitation thatr the house 
must not be closed so tight that the 
supply of fresh air is insufficient, and 
the circulation of air is retarded to 
such an extent that moisture collects 
on the walls. The proper regulation 
of ventilation insures pure air and dry- 
ness, and keeps the house as warm as 
is practicable without the use of arti- 
ficial heat, or special provision to ab- 
sorb an excess of moisture. The ad- 
justment of doors and windows to pro- 
vide the conditions required must be 
learned by observation. 


The general rule is to open doors 


and windows as much as is necessary, 
to keep the house dry in cold weather, 
and to keep them wide open when wa- 
ter in the house will not freeze. 


Cheap cotton cloth and common bur- 


lap are often used in some of the win- 
dows of a poultry house in place of 
glass. Cotton cloth is to be preferred 
for this purpose because it Is cleaner 
and admits more light. When both 
cloth and glass windows are used the

In 
this way a well-bred pig is obtained 
through the efforts of a county agent 
or pig club leader or specialist and 
a banker. 
The member is given the 


opportunity to pay for It from the pro- 
ceeds of the pig as a meat animal or 
from the sale of offspring In case of a 
breeding animal. 
Often the member 


enters Into a business agreement ^wl*11 
the parents' consent) with the bank- 
er and thus secures a pig when oth- 
erwise It would have been Impossible 
for the child to have joined the club. 


In other instances the bankers have 


bought bred gilts to be bred and! 
given them to club members with the 
understanding that two pigs were to^be 
returned for the original gilt loaned. 
These pigs in turn are lent to other 
children. 
This plan is the so-called 


endless chain contract. 
Either plan 


has resulted In increasing Interest In 
pig clubs with Its accompanying ex- 
pansion In the supply of pork products 
and the, Instruction In swine husbandry 
which Is a part of the club work. The 
banker thus helps to lay a foundation 
for the prosperity which will be last- 
Ing. 
The money received from the 


sale of hogs will be expended in fur- 
ther developing the county. 
Every 


merchant in the county will profit, the 
banks will get more deposits, and the 
farmers will have more money with 
which further to develop tbeir farms.

is to*fteep the glass windows closed all 
the time; to open the cloth window 
wide on clear days and close it as 
much as seems necessary at night and 
on stormy days. 
When the winters 


are generally mild cotton cloth Is some- 
times used in all windows. 


Usually a house can be run with a 


good deal of ventilation In all but the 
very coldest weather. Birds can stand 
quite low temperatures provided thf>lr 
combs do not get frosted. Where there 
is much hard freezing weather the 
most effective way that has been found 
to keep a poultry house warm and dry 
is to place dry straw or hay, to the 
depth of a foot or more, overhead on 
a floor of boards laid as wide apart as 
may be and still hold the straw. 


Dry straw will usually absorb all 


moisture, and .so when it is used the 
poultry keeper must judge by the air 
in the house how much to keep doors 
and windows open. A breed that will 
not stand the temperature when ven- 
tilation is regulated in this way is not 
suited to the climate.

spokesman in affairs at home and a- 
hroad, I earnestly beg that you will 
express yourselves unmistakably to, 
that effect by returning a Democratic 
majority to both the Senate and 
House of Representatives.

1. Boys With a Ditference (v. 27). 
Esau and Jacob were in decided con- 


trast. 
They differed in appearance 


and disposition. Esau was a cunning 
hunter, a man of the field. Jacob was 
a plain man, dwelling in tents. They 
were born that way. Everyx child born 
Into the world possesses a peculiar 
bent wjhich we call individuality. No 
two are exactly alike, even twins like 
Esau and Jacob. 
The wise parent, 


the .wide-awake teacher, the educator, 
seeks diligently to discover that pe- 
culiar individuality, and to give it di- 
rection according' to the .laws of its 
own being. This bent is the basis of 
character. 
Neither Esau nor Jacob 


is an ideal personality. 
Both are 


selfish. 


II. Parental Favoritism (v. 28). 


Isaac loved Esau because he did 


eat of Jhis 'venison. He ought to havq 
loved him because he was his son; 
but it is a sad commentary upon a fa- 
ther that his love for his son had such 
a sordid basis as that of his stomach. 
Isaac, however, f?as like many today 
whose love is secured through their ap- 
petites. Rebecca loved Jacob, though 
we are not told why. Perhaps R wag 
because of his cunning. 
In this re- 


spect he was like his mother, who 
practiced craftiness to a finish on her 
husband. Cleverness is a bond which 
stronglr binds together many ^people, 
Many hold the respect of their friends 
because of their shrewdness, irrespec- 
tive of their moral qualities. Parents 
should treat their children alike. Tq 
show partiality is both unwise anc) 
unjust. 
Even when children possess 


peculiar qualities "which call forth pa- 
rental affection, it .should never be madg 
manifest that preference is made. 


III. A Birthright Sold* (vv. 29-34). 
1. Esau's profanity (Heb. 12:16-17), 


He sold Ms birthright for a bowl 
of pottage. The birthright was' the 
right of being at the head of the patri-. 
archal family, a position of honor and 
Influence, as well as being the inherit- 
or of a double portion of the father's 
estate. 
This being a gift of God 


should not be despised. He'came from 
hunting physically exhausted. In this 
moment of distress, he thought only 
of that which promised immediate sat 
isfaction. 
He was willing to relin- 


quish all claim upon the future, H 
only his present desire could be grati- 
fied. 
A profane person is one who 


_for the enjoyment of the present will 
forfeit all claim upon the future.

2. Jacob's cunning. It was right that 


Jacob should have the birthright, for 
it was according to God's plan which 
had been pronounced (v. 23), but his 
scheme to get it is to be condemned. 
He took advantage of his brother's 
weakness to drive a sharp bargain. 
The same thing is practiced when un- 
der the force of necessity unlawful In- 
terest is exacted, or property Is bought 
under price because one Is obliged to 
sell. 


To get rich at the expense of anoth- 


er Is to practice Jacob's sin. Modern 
competitive business methods to a de- 
cided extent are of this type. Let each 
one ask: "Is my name Jacob?" The 
end never Justifies the means. God 
said that the elder should serve the 
younger. It was his plan that Jacob 
should be at the head, but God was 
able td bring his own plans to pass. 
He did not need the scheming of Ja- 
cob and his mother to further his 
plans. To do evil that good may come 
Is always
